Graver Question* Than Wage*. 


Mr. McBride is confident that there 


sra far graver questions requiring set- 
tlements in this country than the mere 
adjustment of wages in isolated oases. 
H« clings tenaciously to the idea that 
th« distribution of wealth must be 
•qnalized by some more or less social- 
istic plan. In his own view this can be 
accomplished in part at least by the im- 
position of an inheritance tax, and he 
advances some strong arguments in 
favor of this mode of keeping within 
th« bounds the vast fortunes that have 
accumulated in recent years. 


He says that in 1893 New York got » 


MTenneof $3,000,000 from its inherit- 
ance tax, and that wherever this plan of 
railing money is tried it is entirely sat- 
isfsctory. This large sum was raised in 
New York by a charge of 5 per cent on 
collateral inheritances and I per cent on 
direct inheritances when the estimate 
was over $10,000. The expense of col- 
lecting was 4''_ per cent of the amount 
collected. 


The advantages claimed for this mode 


of taxation are thus briefly presented. 
It can be easily collected, as the man's 
estate goes into the hands of the state 
upon his death, and is valued by a pub- 
iio official. It may be easily paid with- 
out being a burden to anybody, as to 
speak of a burden on the dead is ridicu- 
lous. It does not restrain production 
and a man's production always stops at 
hit death. It affords no opportunity for 
•vision.

in behalf of the government. Since 
then the power of the president and the 
secretary of the treasury to issue bonds 
has been determined and if the offer 
was repeated by the present Russian 
ruler it might be^acccpted. 


The story of the proposition made by 


thn !•»»•• j«v.1 the way it was received by 
the president and his advisers was one 
of the best kept secrets of the White 
House. Although the incident occurred 
some two years ago, nothing of it has 
reached the public until now.

He 
sayu: Theditlk-ulty in curing millet hay 
is largely due in many caues to the late- 
ness of the WU.MIII at which it is per- 
formed, for if millet is sown lnt<-, as it 
often is, it may not complete it* growth 
until well into the tuifurnu, when damp, 
rainy weather prevails. The best that 
can then be done is to cut it on a fair 
day. aud when about two-thirds cured 
bunch the hay into biuall cocks to stand 
until ready for tho bam. .Sometimes 
millet can be put in cocks tho Gume day 
that it is ont, bnt often it will have to 
lie until the m-ond or third day. Dew 
or rain upon it before it is fully cured 
seems to injure millet less than other 
grasses, certainly much le^s than clover. 
When well cnt up, millet hay shedA ruin 
much better than that of most other 
grasses, and the cocks may stand i:i the 
field some time if necessary before being 
hauled. Millet hay settles down very 
solid and will weigh considerably more 
than the same bulk of other hay. 


Millet in often cnt and IVd green. *It 


makes a quick growth and comes at a 
time when other green feed is apt to be 
Bcarcc. 
If fod to horses not acenstonit-d 


to green feed, it fchould be used With 
moderation, or undue salivation and 
perhaps colic may resnlt. Millet has 
been employed to a limited extent for 
ensilage with satisfactory results. Its 
yield per acre will not, however, usual- 
ly equal thut of Indian corn.

When a British cabinet resigns and 


the queen invites the head of the oppo- 
site political party to form a new cabi- 
net, it ia the same as if in America the 
governmental policy should suddenly 
change from Democratic to Republican 
or vice vena. The British are accus- 
tomed to hold up their government to 
Americana as being much more stable 
than onra. It runs along firmly and 
smoothly without the convulsions of 
such frequent general elections, they 
•ay. 


The truth ia that the real government 


of England change&muoh more often 
than that of the United States does, 
though the British do not mAe so much 
fuss over the matter as we do. In the 
past SO years the United States has had 
13 presidential elections. These have, 
however, involved * radical change of 
policy from Democrat to Whig and from 
Republican to Democrat or otherwise 
only seven times in the yean since 1844. 
Going back half a century in British 
politics, we find the Liberals have been 
in power six times. The Conservatives 
have been in power, counting the min- 
istry just formed, seven different times. 
Agf" !"«<•• our seven changes of govern- 
ment policy therefore the British, with 
their so called stable government, count 
up 18. 


When an American president, as 


sometimes happens, finds himself by a 
congressional election in the middle of 
his term stranded high and dry without 
any congress at hia back, he can only 
rub along the best he can till hia term 
of office expires. If be were the so called 
sovereign of England, no matter what 
hia political views were, when his cab 
inet found that congress would not pass 
the bills the administration desired, he 
would be obliged to accept the resigna 
tion of his secretaries and form a cabi 
net of those who held opposing political 
views. It will thus be seen that the 
queen of England has less political 
power than cur president. 


In one respect the queen of England 


has, however, more power than the pres- 
ident When parliament will no longer 
respond to the British cabinet by voting 
in accordance with its views, the prime 
minister may advise the queen to dis- 
cnlvn tha narlinmflnt and nrriar a nnw 


* 
election, which she does accordingly. 
This the American president cannot do, 
although he undoubtedly wwhes he 
could sometimes. 


When Spain suppresses the Cuban re- 


bellion, if she ever does, she will find 
herself with a war debt of not less than 
$200,000,000 on her hands and no means 
of paying it except to squeeze it out of 
the impoverished,unhappy island she has 
once more prostrated. Cubans undoubt- 
edly wish now that their beautiful island 
had rebelled against Spain and declared 
its independence in 1810, when the other 
Spanish-American provinces did so. 
But Cuba remained loyal to F 'in 
through all the yean from 1810 to i« 
and prided herself on it The Spaniards 
called her in consequence the "Ever 
Faithful Isle." As a reward for her 
fidelity, however, Spain began a system- 
atic course of taxation which almost 
sapped the very lifeblood of Cuba, This 
oppression and injustice are what keeps 
Cuba in a state of chronic disturbance, 
which will never be quieted permanent- 
ly until either the island ia free or Spain 
relaxes her iron grip and governs justly.

to climate. It IB also partly owing to 
tbe very large infusion of Irish blood 
among onr people. The Knickerbocker 
is slow, blond aud sleepy eyed. The 
Irishman has bright red blood and a 
dancing eya. The blood of the two is 
mingled into one current in thousands 
of Americans, and the cross is a good 
one. The American people have been 
great gainers from the admixture of 
Irish blood. 


To Ke«p Cool. 


For four yean St Louis and Denver 


have been keeping cool by currents of 
anhydrous liquid ammonia that flow 
through mains as gas and water do and 
refrigerate food, air and people, if they 
desire it, in hotels, markets and private 
houses. Like most new ideas, this took 
root in the west first. The present sum- 
mer the system baa been adopted by cot- 
tagers and hotel keepers at Atlantic 
City. 


It is tolerably certain that ice will be 


supplanted as * cooler before many 
years, either by anhydrous liquid am- 
monia or by a new preparation known 
as carbon dioxide. It is produced by 
calcining limestone with the coke of 
soft ooal It ia a gas as first formed, but 
etin be compressed and liquefied. Then 
tbe plan is to pass it also through un- 
derground pipes from a central plant to 
houses, hotels, meatshops and any oth- 
er piece where it is wanted. 


The oerbon dioxide may be sprayed di- 


rectly upon meat which it is desired to 
refrigerate. It is said to sour milk, how 
ever. And when the temperature is boil- 
ing hot outside it is expected to be able 
by either one of these methods to cheat 
old father sun out of his innings and 
depress the mercury to any desired point 
indoors.

Kite, on her voyage from St John's, N. 
B., will reach the coast of Greenland 
about the middle of July. She will then 
steam north along the Greenland coast, 
stopping at Godbaveu a week. She car- 
ries an assorted lot of professors of zool- 
ogy, 
geology and botany, and these will 


make their studies and bring home val- 
uable specimens for their various muse- 
ums and laboratories. At Godhaven the 
professors of geology will study the gla- 
ciers. Then the Kite will proceed north- 
ward to the winter quarters of Peary and 
his men at Inglefield gulf. 


Peary promised, if alive, to be at the 


station on Inglefield gulf not later than 
the middle of August There the scien- 
tific men will make still further studies. 
About the 1st of September the Kite will 
come back from frozen zone to lauds of 
sun. 


It ia to be fervently hoped that she 


will bring Peary and his brave attend- 
ants with him. He hod only two—one, 
Hugh Lee, a plucky Connecticut lad 
scarcely out of his teens; the other, Pea- 
ry 's faithful colored servant, Matthew 
Heusou. With these and bis dogs and 
sledges, the intrepid American hoped to 
finish marking out the northern coast 
of Greenland, if not ultimately to reach 
the pole The almost piuuioiueiuuly mild 
winter in the northern regions will be 
greatly in his favor. By Sept 15 at fur- 
thest we ma; look for the Kite's return.

Mrs. Annie Besant's observations of 


women ia India, during a recent visit 
to that country, led her to think them 
very intelligent, and while their stand- 
aids aud methods of education diffe* 
materially from those iu other coun- 
tries, according to their own estimatt 
of learning. n>any of the women art 
bighly educated. 
Reading and writing 


are not a part of their education, how 
ever, as all their knowledge is acquired 
from "ptindits," who go from house to 
bouse every week to give oral instruc- 
tion in philosophy and literature to the 
entire household, so the memory is won- 
derfully strengthened by this process ol 
training the ruind quickly to grasp and 
retain all the information entirely inde- 
pendent of books for reference. 


Indian women are peculiarly simple 


aud childish in character, yet very dif- 
ferent from Europeans of the same 
class. Northern and southern India, 
says Mrs. Besant, are two distinct coun- 
tries iu all the laws and customs which 
affect women. In the north the "Pur- 
dab" is in full power, and the women 
look upon any publicity as an outrage, 
while iu the south their position is quite 
different, yet men aud women do not 
meet freely iu society. 
Mothers and 


grandmothers have great influence and 
authority in the family and home life, 
and in outside affairs as well, for an 
Indian will not act in a public matter 
against the advice of either oua In 
southern India very young children are 
married, and if the infant husband dies 
hia youthful widow can never marry 
again.

ment of Miss Julia Grant, daughter of 
Colonel Frederick Grant, the police com- 
missioner, to u young millionaire whose 
father was once very prominent in na- 
tional politics.

It is an open secret, however, that the 
young lady's hand was formally asked 
of her papa by the uncle of a very rich 
young fellow who lives in Chicago— 
not on behalf of the uncle, but on be- 
half of the nephew.

The Kenton jfotns. in an "CCOUSt of 


Broker Lewis' transactions, says of 
the Kenton bonds which have been 
referred to in the TIMES-DEMOCRAT: 
The refunding bonds above alluded 


to are some of the famous T. & O. C. 
shop bonds of $60,000 that were is- 
sued several years ago and are now 
under discussion as to whether the 
city of Kenton will ever pay them or 
not. These bonds were originally 
purchased by Spitzer & Co., but a 
short time ago drifted into the Chi- 
cago market and Lewis got hold of 
them. He last week sold 130,000 of 
these bonds—even wben he knew how 
doubtful was their value—to a Fosto- 
rla bank at 92,200 premium, and also 
tried to sell 415,000 worth to a Lima 
bank. The Fostorla bank represent- 
ative was here a few days ago and 
discovered that the bonds purchased 
from Lewis were the car shop bonds 
instead of water works bonds, as 
Lewis represented them to him. The 
Fostoria bank may therefore be a big 
loser. 
The last bonds purchased by Lewis 


were 17,500 worth of armory bonds, 
sold to him by one of our city banks. 
These be probably still holds. The 
last county bonds he purchased prior 
to tbls time was In 1891, when be se- 
cured §36,000 worth of pike and ditch 
bonds, paying a good premium.

Valuable Nut Tree. 


If this country ever becomes so thick- 


ly populated that there will be room for 
no more great thousand acre wheat- 
fields, we con take a useful lesson from 
tbe Italians and eat chestnut bread. In- 
deed, for persons who cannot eat sU. chy 
foods, chestimt bread would be more 
wholesome than wheat, corn or rye 
bread, since all the cereal foodu are full 
of starch. 


Americans have not an idea of the 


economic value of the chestnut tree, 
which, if it wens planted aud cultivat- 
ed, would tluive here quite as well aa 
it docs in It.ily. We are as ignorant as 
well of the value of most of the other 
nut bearing trees. So far as it has been 
tried, which has only been to a slight 
extent, the Japanese chestnut is supe- 
rior in our country to the native Ameri- 
can. 


In Italy the peasant family that own 


even one largo chestnut tree are snre of 
a living. 
Do they want bread? Tho 


nuts aro peeled and ground fine, and the 
fiVmr they make is as white as that pre- 
pared from wheat by the American 
"patent" proce-s^. 
Dr> they want pota- 


toes or vegetables of any kind? Tho 
:ho*tnuts are boiled, bttjted with meat, 
roi»btod-or made into sdbp. The oldei 
a tree is the more fruit it bears and 
the more valuable it therefore becomes. 
It sometimes yields so abundantly that 
after half its crop is gathered and stored 
to keep the family till chestnuts como 
again there remains the other half to be 
sold to bring a still further income to 
its frugal owners. It will be readily seen, 
therefore, that Italians take naturally to 
roasting aud peddling chestnuts. 


A finer shade tree is seldom to be 


found, as Longfellow appreciated when 
he wrote: 


Beneath a spreading chestnut tree 
Tho village smithy stands. 


One great advantage the chestnut has 


over other trees is that for some reason 
worms will not attack it. One can sit 
uudor its thick foliage, therefore, with- 
out danger at any monrent of feeling a 
caterpillar wriggling down his back. 
This is a very great recommendation. 
And if one were to consult an Italian 
cookbook he would certainly find any- 
where from 80 to 50 different recipes for 
preparing chestnuts. Some of tho dishes 
aro unsurpassed in excellence.

At tbe Atlanta Exposition.

Hay Cap*. 


A Country Gentleman correspondent 


writes from North Carolina: My cloth 
caps are made six feet square, with 
pieces of the same cloth about ten 
inches long, doubled about an inch 
wide, sewed ou the corners two or three 
inches. One person can easily carry 30 
from, bam to field. They aro fastened 
securely by twisting the corner strips 
round in the hay, making a band or rope 
of the latter, which can be quickly run 
under or into the shock. Two person* ut 
opposite corners can cover shocks rapid- 
ly. Using stones or pegs at tho corn TS 
seems clumsy and slow. These caps, may 
be left on any length of time, as they 
shed the rain almost perfectly and per- 
mit the moisture from witbin to escape,
